is a silky black with deep wine throat, not so large as Ace of Spades 
or Black Cherry, but: suck béautiful ruffling! FIRE OPAL tons the ore 
ange class, The older Circe and Boccherini were nice, but they don't 
nave the fire and life that’ Fire Opal has, If you’ like the odd ones, 
COPISR WUsine 2S "rt.
